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THE BIBLE FOR THE UNEVANGELIZED. 

The following is the address delivered by Rey. 
Dr. Anderson, late senior secretary of the A. B C. 
F. M., at our late Jubilee meeting. Though it 
was published with the other addresses, we repro- 
duce it here for the importance and value of the 
information it contains, as well as for the correc- 
tions which the author afterwards made in some 
of the statistics. In the Record, too, it will receive 
a far wider circulation than in the other form. 
We believe our readers will be interested in its 
perusal. We copy from the Missionary Hera‘d of 
October : 

I have been requested to speak of the Bible in 
its connexion with the unevangelized world, having 
the following resolution to propose— 

“That the Society acknowledges the goodness of 
God in the vast accession, during the past half- 
century, to the means of Scriptural’ knowledge in 
the unevangelized portions of the world.” : 

_ Mr. President, it is a grand peculiarity in Prot- 
estant missions, that in them preaching and the 
Bible go hand in hand. And since the Bible must 
be read in order to be useful, there is a third im- 
rtant element in our foreign missions, insepara- 
y connected with Bible distribution, and that is 
education. The people must all be taught to read 
blessed cee The Romish missions in 
ina, Japan, and the African kingdom of Congo, 
were conducted on a very extended scale, and for 
a time had proportionate results. But they with- 
held the Bible from the people; and their mis- 
sions, not being founded on that rock, but on the 
sand of human tradition and authority, fell, and 
eat was the fall thereof And so it must be with 
mission in which God’s word is not one of 
Y ageniciesees | WANs, FRA Re .

tions. But though Protestant missions may now 
have somewhat fewer converts, churches, and na- 
tive preachers, than if there had been more of 
preaching and familiar intercourse with the peo- 
ple, we have, nevertheless, this glorious result to 
rejoice over—worth more than a hundred millions 
of dollars—that the inspired oracles haye been 
translated, transfused, during the past fifty years, 
into languages spoken over more than. three 
fourths of the unevangelized world! To speak 
with more precision, the entire Bible, during this 
period, has been translated into thirty-nine lan- 
guages, outside of Christendom, embracing nearly 
all the more extensive and important; the New 
Testament into thirty-jive other tongues; and por- 
tions of Scripture into still forty-eight others: 
making one hundred and twenty-two languages, in 
the great field of Christian missions, that have 
been enriched and ennobled with portions at least 
of the word of God, since the American Bible 
Society commenced its operations. And not a 
few of these languages had first to be reduced to 
a written form, F 

_ These translations have been wrought out more 
especially by missionaries and missionary socie- 
ties. And we come now to the department of 
printing and circulation, which is almost exclu- 
sively the province of Bible societies. I find that 
the American Bible Society has placed more than 
$250,000 at the disposal of missionaries of the 
American Board alone, for printing and circu- 
lating the Scriptures, for which those missionaries, 
and that board are profoundly thankful. I have 
not the means of knowing how much it has placed 


at the disposal of missionaries of other societies; _ 


but I find that the sum total of your grants for 
foreign distribution—to a large extent in lan- 
ages beyond the limits of the Christian world— 
falls but little if ary short of $800,000, The ap-, 
propriations by the British and Foreign Bible 
Society for giving the Scriptures to the unevan- 
gelized nations, during the past half-century i 
have estimated at $2,375,000; making a sum t 
for both societies of more than three millio 
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And it should be borne in mind that this is for 
countries beyond the bounds of Christendom, and 
since the origin of this Society. : 

How many volwmes of Scripture, in whole or in 
part, have been printed in these languages and 
circulated, during the time now under review, is 
an inquiry to which I have not been able to find 
an answer entirely satisfactory. But this I know, 
that more than 1,600,000 copies were issued, in 
the languages of India alone, in the short space of 
ten years previous to 1862. I suppose that of the 
more than 80,000,000 of copies which haye been 
issued by Bible societies since 1804, not less than 
6,000,000 have been distributed among the nations 
lying outside of Christendom, And it is worthy 
of note, that this number is double the number of 
the Bibles believed to have existed in Christendom 
during the more than three centuries from the 
printing of the first Bible, in 1460, down to the era 
of Bible societies. And it is a far greater number 
than were in the hands of mankind, through all 
the centuries, from the time of Moses down to the 
Reformation; thus giving us a most impressive 
illustration of accelerated progress, in these mod- 
ern times, in filling the unevangelized world with 
the means of Scriptural knowledge. 

And what has been the influence upon the be- 
nighted nations of thus transfusing the word of 
God into their spoken languages? It has been, sir, 
just what the lighting up of your “ Central Park” 
is in a dark night. Night is not thereby conyert- 
ed into day. The distant looker-on sees no per- 
ceptible impression made upon the darkness, But 
the traveller in the Park finds his path illuminated, 
and goes on his way rejoicing. Precisely such is 
the influence of the Bible, and of Christian mis- 
sions, in the benighted regions of heathenism—a 
light shining im the darkness, illuminating the 
pathway to heaven. There is no help like a good 
version of the Scriptures, for a new missionary, in 
acquiring a language. There is no argument so 
effective as the Scriptures for educating the masses. 
For every man, whatever his condition, has the 
same right to be taught to read the inspired Vol- 
ume that he has to own it. The emancipated 
slaves, with the New Testament in their hands, 
may claim it as their chartered right from Heaven 
to have schools for themselves and for their chil- 
dren. Every volume of Scripture is, indeed, an 
appeal from high Heaven in favour of universal 
education. 

While experience has shown that the Bible and 
the preacher must ordinarily go together, in the 
enterprise for reclaiming the heathen.world, now 
and then we light upon a fact which shows that 
the Holy Spirit sometimes operates on the pagan 
heart by the printed volume alone, Quite recently 
a well-authenticated case of this kind has come to 
my knowledge. It was that of a young man at 
Yeddo, the capital of Japan, who seems never to 
have come in contact with a Christian missionary. 
This young Japanese somehow acquired a longing 
for foreign knowledge. His first book was an atlas 
of the United States, in the Chinese language, pre- 
pared by an American missionary, and he thus 
became greatly interested to know more of the 
institutions of our country. One day, while exam- 
ining the library of a friend, he found a small Chi- 
nese Bible, which he borrowed. He at once cor- 
dially received the Scripture account of creation, 
and of the coming of the Son of God into our 
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world as the Saviour of men. He then resolved, 
if possible, to get possession of a Bible in the En- 
glish language, and began the study of that lan- 
guage with a Japanese teacher, and his prayer to 
the God of the Bible was, that he might go where 
that language was spoken. Breaking away at 
length from the paternal home, on the plea that 
he belonged to the Heavenly Father and must be- 
lieve Him, he got on board an American ship 
bound to Boston, and came to that port. His 
prayer on his arrival, as he has stated it, was 
in these words: ‘‘O God, if thou haye got eyes, 
please look upon me! O God, if thou have got 
ears, please hear me! I long to read the Bible, 
and to be civilized by the Bible.” 

The prayer of this Bible conyert—this trophy 
(as I doubt not) of your own Society—was heard 
and answered; for he received the generous pa- 
tronage of the owner of the ship which brought 
him to our shores, and is now, I am happy to say, 
a student in one of our best New England acad- 
emies; hoping one day to become a messenger of 
salvation, through the blood of the Lamb, to his 
benighted countrymen. And how natural to sup- 
pose that the same leayen may now be working in 
many a thoughtful mind, among the myriads in 
those crowded portions of the Eastern world! 

But I must close. This Society is now electro- 
typing the Bible in the languages of the Sandwich 
Islanders and of the Arab race. How different 
those two peoples in point of numbers! the one 


having as many millions as the other has thou- 


sands. Yet I hardly know which of these two 
enterprises most interests my own mind. It is 
not long since thousands of the poor people on 
those far-off Western isles grasped this hand of 
mine, in my progress through the islands, in token 
of their Christian fellowship ; and be assured, sir, 
that they will joyfully receive the beautiful volume 
of God’s word you are preparing to send them. As 
for the version in the Arabic language—now, or 
soon to be, in the process of electrotyping in as 
many as ten different forms—when the volumes 
shall all be laid upon your table, at a future meet- 
ing, in the reformed Arabic printed letter, emu- 
lating the most beautiful Arab manuscript, they 
will justly be regarded as among the moral won- 
ders and glories of the age.

Sourn AMERICA—ARGENTINE CONFEDERATION. 
—Mr. Milne still meets with encouragement in 
his work, At the date of his writing, he had 
within three months distributed 684 copies of the 
Holy Scriptures, thirty of which were by dona- 
tion, the rest. by sale—two of them being Bibles 
to the mayors of Gualeguay and Nogoya, and 
twenty-seven to a school. The receipts for sales 
are greater than heretofore. George Schmidt 
reported that he had disposed of 264 copies in the 
month of April in Corrientes, the capital of the 
province of that name. Here he met with a res- 
ident of Bella Vista, who discouraged him from 
carrying out a purpose to visit that place, as it 
had been visited with the Bible five or six years 
ago, and. several dozens of copies left for circula- | 
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tion, which had mostly been burnt; that the peo- 
ple are poor, cannot read, ete. But Schmidt had 
faith in his mission; he went, and in the first five 
days sold eighty copies. In that region there are 
a number of Roman Catholic freemasons, who ren- 
der not a little aid to Mr. Milne in his work, pub- 
licly and privately. 

JAPAN.—At length we trust there is the promise 
of an opening for the Bible in Japan. The transla- 
tion of the book into the language of this people is 
begun, and is already making progress and gives 
good prospect of success. The language is very 
difficult to foreigners, quite as much so as that of 
the Chinese, perhaps even more so; but in some 
respects there will be fewer difficulties in translat- 
ing the Holy Scriptures into it. This is specially 
the case in regard to the use of the Divine name, 
as that question is settled already by the use of Shin 
or Kami as interchangeable words, so that all we 
have to do is to Christianize their own terms. It 
seems that the Bible might be circulated in Jap- 
anese even now to a considerable extent. The 
information thus given is contained in a letter 
recently received from the Rev. 8. R. Brown, of 
the Mission of ‘the Reformed Dutch Church at 
Yokohama. 

A¥FRICA—BARAKA.—By a letter recently received 
from the Rey. Albert Bushnell, of the Gaboon Mis- 

‘sion, we learn that the translation of the Scriptures 
into the Mpongwe language is still going on. Be- 
sides the portions printed at the Bible House some 
years ago, other portions have been translated and 
printed at the Mission, and circulated to some 
extent, to test their accuracy before asking to have 
them printed here. It is hoped in a few years 
to have the entire Bible translated into this lan- 
guage. Mr. Bushnell writes that the Rev. A. Robb, 
of the U. P. Scotch Mission on the old Calabar 
River, has translated the whole Bible into the 
Efick tongue. Mr. B. also returns thanks for a 
grant of Scriptures in the English language, and 
asks. for a fresh supply. 

ArricA—UmtTwaLumi.— We have received from 

the Rey. H. A. Wilder, of the Zulu Mission, the 
report of the Bible work done in the Mission dur- 
ing the year. From this it appears that the Mis- 
sion has received from this Society, during the 
year, £62 19s. 9d., and has expended, in the work 
of translation, £8 15s. There have been printed 
1,000 New Testaments, and 400 circulated, all in 
the Zulu language. 
_ Princes anp St. THomas IsLanps, W. AFRICA. 
—Seed sown is not always lost, though the return 
is not speedy. About ten years ago, a grant of 
books in Portuguese was made to an American 
captain for distribution at Princes and St. Thomas 
Islands, on the west coast of Africa. But Captain 
Browne died, and the books lay long unused and 
were lost sight of. At length they again appear 

‘and reach their destination. The reader may find 


by what means it was brought about, in the letter 
of Rey.

THE BIBLE ON THE BLACK SEA. 

We have received the following interesting let- 
ter from Mr. Bliss, Agent in the Levant, with per- 
mission to insert it in the Record: 

ERzROOM, July 12, 1866. 

Dear Bro. Briss :—According to the arrange- 
ments made with you in the winter, a Bible col- 
porteur, Baron Pillibos, commenced labouring in 
Trebizond and vicinity about the 1st of February 
last. Under his efforts the book trade has been 
greatly stimulated in the city of Trebizond; and 
I have just received from him the following ac- 
count of a tour which he lately made among the 
cities and villages along the seacoast west of 
Trebizond ; 

“T started from Trebizond May 17th, and went 
directly to Ordo, I thought I should sell many 
books there, but found that almost every man had 
a Bible or a New Testament. When I passed 
along the streets, I found that in every other shop 
they were reading the Testament and discussing 
it with one another. In this same city there is a 
street which is called ‘the enlightened street.’ I 
visited men of all conditions, who are almost ready 
to cast off the errors of their church. Among 
these I found some who for ten years have not 
confessed or partaken of the communion. When 
I heard this, I said, ‘This is another error; if you 
love Christ you ought to partake of the commun- 
ion with Him, and if you consider your church 
to be in error you should seek another church.’ 
At this they begged that a pious and educated 
preacher be sent them. In that city there are 200 
Armenian houses ; they have a school of 200 schol- 
ars of both sexes, where lessons are given in the 
Armenian, Turkish, and French languages. I 
remained there about twenty days, and sold about 
150 piasters’ worth of books. On the Sabbath 
we had meetings, three or four persons being pres- 
ent, one of whom seems well fitted for a teacher 
or preacher. 

“Leaving Ordo, I visited two villages where 
the most abject poverty reigns, both bodily and 
spiritually. There are two priests who alcne of 
all the villagers are able to read, and both have 
the New Testament in the modern language; they 
honoured me greatly with their hospitality, and ~ 
said, ‘ We can say nothing to you, for your preach- 
ing is true.’ Inext passed on to Boulanjuk, where 
I was able to sell five Greek Testaments. I then 
came to Kerasun, where I distributed many tracts 
and sold about 200 piasters’ worth of books. The 
people of this place also treated me with great 
kindness. When, going about the streets with 
books, asking at every shop, ‘Do you wish a 
Bible?’ from only one shop was I driven away. 
In that city there are sixty Armenian houses, be- 
sides a large floating population; they have a 
school, two teachers, and 104 scholars of both 
gexes, only common reading being taught. The 
men of Kerasun diligently examine the Scriptures, 
especially the uncanonical books (Apocrypha), 
concerning which I gave them the printed tract, 
and by reading this they were persuaded that 
these books are not a part of the word of God. 
After remaining there about a week, I came to 
Triboli, but was greatly amazed when I saw the 
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dark condition of the people. With one accord 
they joined with the priest, saying, ‘Your books 
are deficient and incorrect.’ I did not succeed in 
selling a book or a tract, and for this reason I 
wish again to visit that place even more than those 
where I was kindly received, 

“ Going from place to place in small boats, and 
enjoying much hospitality from the people, the 
whole expense of my thirty-seven days’ tour was 
only about 150 piasters, while I sold about 350 
piasters’ worth of books, Several books that were 
called for, and which I did not have with me, I 
have forwarded since returning.” 

We expect. to send Baron Pillibos to Gumish 
Khaneh and Baibout, and the surrounding vil- 
lages, in a few days, of which we will give you a 
report in due time. 

Our colporteur for Erzroom is now on a tour 
among the cities and villages lying between this 
city and the Persian frontier. When he returns, 
I hope to have something more of interest to com- 
municate, ; 

The book trade of this city continues good. 
For the first half of the year our sales amounted 
to about 2,500 piasters, or nearly three times the 
average for last year. We earnestly pray that this 
may be but the beginning of a mighty work which 
shall, by the blessing of God, entirely revolution- 
ize this region.

A WAIF, 
LETTER FROM A MISSIONARY AT GABOON. 

: Baraka, August 12, 1866. 

Years ago, more than ten, your Society gave an 
American captain, Browne by name, Bibles and 
Testaments in the Portuguese language, to be by 
him distributed at Princes and St. Thomas, Portu- 
guese islands near the equator and the West Afri- 
can coast. Some of them came into possession of 
the Gaboon Mission. Years passed, Capt. Browne 
died, and the books appeared to be so much lost 
property. Our Mission has educated children from 
those islands; they are grown, married, and in 
business. During the past year Mrs. Preston sent 
to one of these, a young man, a bundle of ‘Bibles, 
etc., hoping, almost against hope, that they might 
be put to good use; where they were, they were 
fast becoming the prey of African insects. In a 
few weeks she received a letter from the young 
man to whom she sent the Bibles, from which I 
make the following extract (it is dated “ Princes, 
April 13th, 1866”): “Tam very much obliged to 
you for those Testaments and tracts which you 
sent me, I have given them to the schoolboys, 
and some of them to my friends, They were very 
glad to get them, being books which they had not. 
There was not one on the island: I should be very 
glad to get some more if you can spare them.” 

In a few months after receiving the above, an 
opportunity occurred of sending again, and I sent 
him a dozen Testaments and as many Bibles as I 
thought he would be able to distribute. I hope 
to visit the island ere long; at any rate, I shall 
keep u correspondence with the young man, and 


send the remainder of the Bibles and Testaments 


if he can use them. What will be the result of 
seed thus cast, as it were, upon the waters? The 
island is thoroughly Catholic, and the people, most 


of them slaves from the adjoming mainland, igno- 
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rant and degraded more than ordinary Catholics. 
Will bigotry burn the Bibles? That the Catholic 
Church is still capable of destroying the word of 
God, we have evidence here in Gaboon, A young 
man from the Scotch Mission at Calabar, Bight of 
Benin, was for a time in our Mission this year. 
He went from us to live with the French here, and 
fell into the hands of the priests, who persuaded 
him to give up the Bible to be destroyed, and gave 
him in place thereof the Catholic catechism and 
prayerbook, that teaches Mariolatry and saint wor- 
ship. May the blessed time be hastened when 
the word shall have free course and be glorified 
among all nations !

THE FREEDMEN IN ARKANSAS—JUBILEE MEET- 
ING—COLOURED TROOPS—ENCOURAGEMENTS. 
From a recent report of our Agent for the army 

and freedmen, Rey. W. F. Baird, we extract the 

following interesting statements. Some of the 
facts given are remarkably encouraging and sug- 
gestive : 

During the Sabbath I spent in Little Rock, I 
preached to the same congregation, I told them 
about the Bible Jubilee that had just passed away, 
and they concluded that they could still have a 
jubilee of their own—better late than never—and 
accordingly at the close of the sermon they put 
the table out before the pulpit, and commenced to 
sing “ Blow ye the trumpet, blow,” etc. (which is 
one of their favourite hymns), and while singing 
they came, old and young, with their thank-offer- 
ings, which amounted to forty-two dollars and 
fifty cents. This money was placed in the hands 
of their pastor (a white man), who reported it to 
the Little Rock Bible Society on the night of their 
reorganization. Ipresume it has been paid into 
the treasury of the society. ~ 

That congregation resolved to make the Rev. 
Wm. W. Andrews, their presiding elder (a coloured 
man), a life member of the American Bible Society. 
* * * * * * The coloured people are quite nu- 
merous around Little Rock; perhaps not much 
short of five thousand. The white population of 
the city is about seventhousand. The freedmen in 
that vicinity seem to be doing well. I attended 
the closing exhibition of the coloured schools at 
Little Rock. They assembled on the Arsenal 
grounds where they had erected a large platform, 
upon which the State superintendent of freedmen’s 
schools, Governor Murphy, Secretary White, and 
others, were seated. The proficiency of the 
scholars was truly gratifying to us all and es- 
pecially to the parents. y

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making in Arkansas I hereby submit a few figures 
kindly furnished me by Professor Colby, the State 
superintendent of freedmen’s schools: One super- 
intendent, seventy-one schools, thirty teachers 
(five of these are coloured), 1,939 scholars; at least 
1,200 reading, 666 writing, 224 geography, 564 
arithmetic ; 19 higher branches, 1,655 in Sunday 
school. Amount given by the freedmen dur- 
ing the last year to support themselves, $219 80. 
This sum was given in the way of charity, and 
aided twenty persons of their poor. In addition 
to the above, I will state that the officers and men 
of Colonel Bentzonie’s regiment (56th U. 8. Col- 
oured Infantry) purchased thirty acres of land ten 
miles from Helena, Arkansas, and established a 
Coloured Orphans’ Home. On this ground they 
erected a school house, thirty-five by fifty, a cot- 
tage for the superintendent and teachers, twenty 
by forty, with verandas ten feet wide on each 
side, two buildings for children twenty by one 
hundred feet each. They now have fifty orphan 
children in the “Home.” Most of the ground has 
been cleared and planted by this regiment. 

This property is deeded to the Yearly Meeting 
of the Friends of Indiana. Colonel Bentzonie is a 
German, and a high-toned gentleman. He is very 
proud of his men, and may well be. They are 
truly noble fellows. One of this regiment said to 
me: “My regiment has done what no other col- 
oured regiment has ever done; it has bought and 
built a home for orphan children; and for my part 
I would just as lief be a soldier the balance of 
my days.” Their time of service will expire in 
about six weeks. Indeed all the coloured troops in 
the State will probably be discharged about that 
time. The freedmen of Helena purchased a lot, 
and then bought an old coal barge which they 
moyed on the lot, and after converting it into a 
church house, dedicated it to the worship of God. 
So you see they will have a place to worship, 
though it be a poor one. 

The 19th U. 8. Infantry, numbering 2,200 men, 
have recently gone into Arkansas, and are station- 
ed at Little Rock, Camden, Fort Smith, and other 
points. I have ordered a box of pearl Testaments 
(1,300) and 100 German Testaments, to be shipped 
to them at Little Rock, to be distributed from 
that point. When that is done shall feel that 
my work in Arkansas has been pretty well ac- 
complished.

Tt is not the usual practice for the American 
Bible Society to grant Bibles to prisons; not be- 
cause prisoners do not need, or should not haye 
Bibles, but because it is the duty of the State or 
county, as the case may be, to furnish Bibles to 
prisoners, as well as other books and agencies 
for moral improvement. But the Rochester peni- 
tentiary is neither a State nor a county prison, 
and there is no one whose special. duty it is to 
supply this want. The American Bible Society 
has therefore united with its efficient auxiliary, 
the Monroe County Bible Society, in doing this 
work. And we insert with pleasure the above 
testimony from the Rev. Dr. Luckey as to the 
manner in which these books were received, and 
the impression made on the minds of the prison- 
ers, The books were in plain, substantial bind- 
ing, in clear type, and some of them for aged per- 
sons, in large print.

THE BIBLE AGENT AMONG THE SOLDIERS’ OR- 
PHANS, 

How touching is the following account from our 
Agent for the Army and Freedmen, of his visit to 
the fatherless children of some of our dead sol- 
diers! Let parents and children read it at their 
homes, and thank God for the Bible, and for such 
humane institutions as orphan asylums, which are 
known only in Bible lands: 


I visited the Soldiers’ Orphan Home, twelve 
miles from St. Louis, where I found about 100 chil- 
dren of our “unreturning brave.” The most of 
these children can read. I gave them 100 copies of 
the Testament and Psalms, cloth, 32mo. I gave 
that kind of book on account of the print. These 
children are in charge of Rev. 8. J. Orange and his 
excellent wife. When I first entered the hall, they 
were bowed together in evening prayer, which 
was concluded by repeating the Lord’s Prayer in 


| concert. That prayer is ever beautiful, and im- 


parts a calm and subduing influence to the soul. 
But when emanating from the lips of a hundred 
orphan children, it has an overpowering sweet- 
ness. On addressing these little ones, I said:

“This executive committee of the Columbia 
Bible Society are rejoiced to see that the Ameri- 
can Bible Society have resolved to attempt a third 
supply of our whole country with the Sacred 
Scriptures. Be it, therefore, 

“* Resolved, That our president be requested to 
inform the Board of Managers of the Parent Soci- 
ety of our hearty approval of this much needed 
work, and our pledge to give our co-operation in 
it; and although, from the impoverished condition 
of our community, we cannot employ, as formerly, 
poid agents in this work, we will yet do all we can 
to distribute the Bible in this city and district.” 

I regret that we cannot contribute as we would 
wish to do in a pecuniary way; but we are a 
deeply distressed community, and from the failure 
of our crops, there is the anticipation of a great 
want of the bread that perishes, in the winter 
which is now before us.

“STONEWALL” JACKSON. 

This celebrated man, before the late war, was a 
deacon in the Presbyterian Church in Lexington, 
Va. He took a deep interest in the system of 
almsgiving for religious and benevolent purposes 
in that congregation, and was characteristically 
prompt, zealous, and successful in prosecuting 
this branch of his duties. The Rey. Dr. Dabney, 
his biographer, thus tells the story of one of his 
efforts in behalf of the American Bible Society, the 
moral of which we may safely leave to every reader 
and friend of the Bible: 

At one collection the gifts were solicited for 
the American Bible Society, and Jackson sallied 
forth, armed with the list of names for his district, 
furnished him by the clerk of the congregation. 
When. he came to the pastor to report, he had a 
number of additional names written in pencil 
marks at the foot of his list, with small sums op- 
posite to them. “What are these?” asked the 
good doctor. ‘Those at the top,” said Jackson, 
“are your regulars, and those below are my mili- 
tia.” On examining the names, they were found 
to be those of the free blacks of the quarters, all 
of whom he had visited in their humble dwellings, 
and encouraged to give a pittance of their earn- 
ings to print Bibles. He argued that these small 
sums were better spent thus than in drink or to- 
bacco; that the giving of them would elevate 
their self respect, and enhance their own interest 
in the Holy Book; and that they, being indebted 
to it as well as others, should be taught to help 
in diffusing it.

J WHAT ONE BIBLE WILL DO. 
A widow lady in P. township, . 
County, having a Catholic Bohemian boy abou 
twelve years of age living with her, gave him a 
Bible.

AMERICAN BIBLE S0CIETY. 

The stated meeting of the Managers was held 
at the Bible House, Astor Place, on Thursday, the 
ist inst., at halftpast three, P. M., James Lenox, 
Esq,, in the chair, assisted by William Whitlock, 
Jr., Norman White, and James Suydam, Esqs. 

The Rey. Nathan L. Rice, D.D., read the 80th 
Psalm and offered prayer. 

Eight new auxiliaries were recognised: two in 
Michigan, two in West Virginia, and one in each 
of the States of Alabama, Georgia, Pennsylvania, 
and Ohio. 

Communications were received from C. M’Cul- 
loch, Esq., Valparaiso, with thanks for a grant of 
funds for Bible work in Chili; from Rey. C. Jack- 
son, of the British and Foreign Bible Society, de- 
siring copies of the Slavic and Bulgarian and 
Slavic Testaments, when printed; from Mr. And. 
M. Milne,Rosario, and Rey. Dr. Goodfellow, Buenos 
Ayres, as to the progress of the work in the Ar- 
gentine Confederation ; from Rey. I. M. Preston, 
of the Gaboon Mission, stating the successful dis- 
tribution of Scriptures granted some years ago, 
supposed to have been lost; from Rev. Albert 
Bushnell, of the same mission, stating the progress 
in translating the Bible into the Mpongwe lan- 
guage, portions of the New Testament having 
been printed already; from Rey. Dr. Hepburn, 
Yokohama, in regard to translating the Scriptures 
into Japanese; from Rev. H. A. Wilder, Umtwa- 
lumi, with accounts of the distribution of the 
Scriptures in the Zulu language. 

Grants of books were made to the extent of 
6,523 volumes, besides books to the value of $3,100 
to various societies in the Southern States for the 
supply of the destitute. The books granted were 
in English, Spanish, and Arabic, and for different 
localities for the Southern States, for Liberia, for 
the Gaboon and Sherbro Missions, all in Africa, 
and for South America, and two volumes in raised 
letters for the blind. 

Agents were appointed for Western Tennessee, 
Northern Mississippi, and Texas, thus supplying 
every Southern State under the supervision of this 
Society with an Agent. An additional colporteur 
was authorized for the Argentine Confederation. 

A memorial paper was presented by the Com- 
mittee previously appointed on the death of Fran- 
cis Hall, Esq., late a Vice President of this Society. 
On its adoption, affecting remarks were made by 
several members of the Board. ,

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CIRCULAR. 

We solicit the prayerful attention of all our 
readers to the following statement, which has just 
been issued ; 

To THE FRIENDS OF THE AMERICAN BIBLE SOCIETY. 


Seven months of this first year of our second 
half-century have passed away. During this pe- 
riod, the receipts were $358,763 64; isgues, 633,098 
volumes; grants of books, 99,985 volumes; besides 
others to the value of $10,297 95; and for foreign 
work, $3,100 additional to the large annual appro- 
priations previously made—a substantial increase 
in every department named. Total issues of the 
Society to November 1, 1866, 22,043,064 volumes. 

RESUPPLY OF THE COUNTRY. 

The great work of resupplying the whole country 
with the Scriptures, which was determined upon 
by the Managers and Society to characterize the 
beginning of our second half-century, is in active 
operation. The proportion of destitution through- 
out the country is greater than was expected, and 
so also the willingness of the destitute to receive 
the word of God. Of 6,746 destitute families re- 
ported lately by our Agents, 5,068 were supplied. 

But we have reason to believe that nearly or 
quite one third of the population of the United States, 
now estimated at 35,000,000, are without the Bible ! 
Of these there are at least 4,000,000 Romanists, 
3,000,000 freedmen, and the remainder are made 
up of the people of the South, Southwest, and of 
the new States and Territories, together with great 
numbers in the cities and villages of the other 
States. Thus, in four counties of Kentucky, 1,050 
families were destitute; in St. Louis, of 6,643 vis- 
ited, 2,754 were destitute; in three wards in Wash- 
ington City, 1,400; in Monroe County, N. Y., 775 
families were supplied; in one half of Hartford, 
Ct., 688 families were without the word; and in 
Worcester, Mass., 1,512 were destitute out of 5,823 
visited. In Missouri, one half the people of a 
county were entirely destitute. 

These are startling facts. Ponder them, Chris- 
tians and lovers of your country! Pray over them. 
Help us now, and with liberality, to press onward 
in the good work. We need your immediate, en- 
larged, continued liberality. The demands upon 
our depository and treasury are unprecedented. 
From the South especially, where the greatest des- 
titution and outlay of resources are, little or no 
money can be expected until their financial con- 
dition is much improved. Meanwhile, the work 
of restoration and distribution is advancing there 
among all classes of the population, white and 
black alike, with rapidity and power, under our 
excellent Agents and Auxiliaries in every State, 
and with increasing good feeling among the peo- 
ple toward this Institution. 

FOREIGN WORK. 

In the fifty years past the American Bible Soci- 
ety has granted funds to the foreign work exceed- 
ing $800,000. This money has been spent chiefly 
in printing the Scriptures in the four quarters of 
the globe, especially in Germany, Italy, France, 
India, China, and Turkey, and in circulating them 
in the above countries, as well as many of the 
islands of the Pacific, and in Central and South 
America, and Mexico, In the last two years there 
have been printed in foreign countries, at the 
expense of this Society, 463,419 copies, besides 
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copies have been disseminated of books printed or 
purchased abroad. : 

But besides this, a great deal has been done in 
the Bible House in printing the Scriptures for for- 
eign countries, in foreign tongues. At the present 
time the Society is engaged in electrotyping the 
Scriptures in the Arabic language for 120 millions 
of people; it is also making plates of the Testa- 
ment in the old Slavic and the Bulgarian lan- 
guages, for over eighty millions more. Plates are 
also in preparation for the Hawaiian Family Bible. 
Of the first named, three sets of plates are going 
on simultaneously, and are finished as far as the 
end of Leviticus; the plates are cast to the first 
book of Kings. The Slavic and Bulgarian plates 
are completed to the end of Matthew, and the 
Hawaiian is done as far as first Corinthians. The 
beginning of these works is always the most tedi- 
ous, on account of the delay in making the punches, 
matrices, and type, and other preparations. We 
haye also just printed the Gospels of Matthew and 
John, and the Epistle to the Ephesians, in the 
language of Gilbert’s Island, one of the Microne- 
sian islands in the Pacific. 

The distribution of the Scriptures by this Soci- 
ety in foreign parts was never so large, and never 
made such heayy demands upon our treasury. 
The missions of the various churches co-operating 
with the Society must be supplied, and we are 
receiving constant applications for the enlarge- 
ment of the work elsewhere. 

Owing to this great increase of our work at 
home and abroad, the expenditures are now very 
considerably in advance of our actual receipts; so 
that had it not been for a temporary fund on hand 
the Society would be now seriously embarrassed. 
But this fund is being rapidly exhausted, so that 
it becomes urgently necessary for our friends to 
enlarge their contributions, in order that the Soci- 
ety may meet the demands now upon us.

FRANCIS HALL, ESQ. 

The Committee appointed to prepare a suitable 
minute, to be entered upon the journal of the 
Board of Managers of the American Bible Society, 
in memory of their late associate, Francis Hall, 
Esq., present the following : 


Francis Hall was born in Taunton, Somerset 
County, England, on the 12th of March, 1785. 
Having devout Christian parents, he was brought 
up “in the nurture and admonition of the Lord.” 
When fourteen years of age he came to the United 
States, and as soon as practicable he claimed his 
citizenship. Though English born, he was thor- 
oughly and truly American in his feeling, in his 
sentiments, and in his habits. On the 7th day of 
March, 1807, he made a public profession of his 
faith in Christ, and united himself to the John 
Street Methodist Episcopal Church. He remained 
a consistent, spiritual, active member, until his 
death. The estimate put upon his piety and gifts 
was evidenced by calling him to every lay office 
in the church. Most of his business life was spent 
in connexion with the periodical press of this city. 
business habits never reproached his Christian

profession. Mr, Hall took a prominent part in the 
organization and direction of most of the charita- 
ble and religious institutions of the church of his 
choice. The year in which he joined the church, 
& society was formed for the relief of the sick and 
poor. Mr. Hall was its first secretary, and held 
the office for many years, and was at the same 
time a systematic visiter of the suffering, His 
Christian philanthropy retained its tenderness and 
force through life. The last entry in his journal 
is this: “And here let me say to all Christians, do 
not neglect the sick.” 

Mr. Hall was present at the organization of the 
Missionary Society of the Methodist Episcopal 
Church. He was its recording secretary during 
the first thirty years of its history. He was then 
elected a vice president, which office he held at 
the time of his decease. The Young Men’s Bible 
Society was the first one organized in New York. 
Mr. Hall was one of its vice presidents, and sub- 
sequently its treasurer. This society was after- 
wards changed to the New York Bible Society, 
and became auxiliary to the American Bible Soci- 
ety. Mr. Hall was elected a Manager of the latter 
Society in 1823. He was a member of the Commit- 
tee on Publication and Finance until the Commit- 
tee was divided in 1852. He continued a member 
of the Committee on Publication until his death ; 
he was several years its chairman. In 1852 he was 
elected a Vice President of the Society. During 
these forty-three years of official connexion with 
the American Bible Society, he allowed nothing 
but absence from the city or ill health to keep him 
from the meetings of the Committee or of the 
Board. It is doubtful whether he has any sur- 
vivor who has been for so long a time officially 
connected with the Bible cause in this city. Mr. 
Hall was one of the first vice presidents of the 
American Tract Society. He was one of the found- 
ers of the American Sunday School Union. He 
was many years a manager of the Institution for 
the Deaf and Dumb. During most of its history, 
he was a manager and vice president of the New 
York State Colonization Society. He was also a 
member of the council of the New York Univers- 
ity. None of these were merely nominal offices. 
He sought to discharge with strict fidelity all the 
duties pertaining to them. His official connexion 
with so many of the charitable and religious insti- 
tutions of this city and of the State illustrates the 
catholicity of his spirit, and is a proof of the uni- 
versal respect and confidence of the Christian pub- 
lic. In addition to this record of his public life, 
this Board takes great pleasure in recording its 
high appreciation of his eminent merits as a man, 
as a philanthropist, as a Christian, and as a fellow 
labourer in the work of circulating the Holy 
Scriptures.

THE LATE GENERAL JOHN H. COCKE. 

The recent decease of Gen. John H. Cocke, of 
Virginia, one of the Vice Presidents of the Ameri- 
can Bible Society, having been announced to the 
Board of Managers, they would therefore place on 
record their memorial of this venerable man. — 

General Cocke was elected a Vice President-of 
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this Society in the year 1844. Only five of his 
predecessors in that office survive him, Through- 
out his long life he retained his love for this Soci- 
ety; and itis a gratifying fact, that one of the first 
greetings received from Virginia after the close 
of the late war, was a message of confidence and 
good cheer from this long-tried friend of the Bible 
cause. 

One who knew him long and well gives us the 
following portraiture of the good old man: 

Few men have maintained for so long a period 
a character so thoroughly untarnished.' Possessed 
of a large fortune, he addicted himself with great 
liberality to the support of every institution, by 
whomsoever inaugurated, which in his judgment 
would promote the glory of God and the best in- 
terests of mankind. The cause of missions both 
foreign and domestic, the Bible cause, the educa- 
tion of the poor, the temperance reformation—-all 
shared in his sympathies and profited largely by 
his generous contributions, General Cocke was 
among the few who have passed through a long 
life without making a single enemy. To extreme 
old age his mental. faculties were wonderfully re- 
tained; and long after his physical strength had 
so declined as to confine him to his home, he was 
accustomed to send contributions of money to 
tried friends, to be disposed of according to their 
judgment, provided always that what he thus con- 
tributed should ,be used in furthering the cause of 
his Divine Master. 

The Board of Managers humbly recognise and 
adore the good providence of God which, while it 
has taken away so many of the venerable servants 
of the American Bible Society from their earthly 
labours to their rest in heaven, yet carries forward 
the cause of the Bible with increasing power; and 
in rendering this tribute of regard for the memory 
of their departed friend, they would be admon- 
ished by these repeated providences to “ work 
while it is day; for the night cometh, in which no 
maz can work,” 

Resolved, That.a copy of this minute be sent to 
the family of the deceased, and published in the 
Bible Society Record.

MRS, LYDIA KASSON HALL. 

The decease of this mother in Israel, and life 
member of our Society, deserves more than a sim- 
ple announcement. Born in 1779, she lived be- 
fore there was a Bible society in the world; but 
the British and Foreign Bible Society was organ- 
ized in 1804, and in 1805 Miss Kasson sent twenty 
dollars to its funds, out of the small income of 
about seven shillings a week and board as a school 
teacher. She herself said, years afterwards: “At 
that period, I-had no more expectation of seeing a 
Bible society in this country than I had of seeing 
the millennium. I always regarded that twenty 

- dollars as so much seed corn.” “ Was it not bread 
cast upon the waters,” writes her pastor, the Rey. 
Wm. B. Hammond, of Lenox, N. Y., who sends 
us this account, “to be found after many days ?” 
Besides the Bible Society, Mrs. Hall was ardently 


attached to other benevolent institutions, of all 
which, during her life, she constituted thirty-eight 
life members, besides contributing $150 one year 
to support a colporteur, She died at Lenox, Mad- 
ison County, N. Y., in the eighty-eighth year of 
her age. Surely, “her works do follow her.”

REPORTS OF AGENTS. - 

The Rev. Epmunp F, Siarrer, Agent for the Pror- 
ESTANT EprscopaL CuurcH, is prosecuting his work 
with diligence, and with encouraging signs of progress. 
The period covered by his last report was marked by 
the usual dispersion of the congregations in the warm 
season. 

The Rev. Isaac WiLtEy, of New HAMPSHIRE, reports, 
that an increasing number of the people of the State are 
becoming interested in the work of our auxiliaries. 

The Rey. WiLL1AM H. GitBert, of VERMONT, reports, 
that he has delivered, during September, seventeen ser- 
mons and addresses; travelled 1,690 miles; and paid 
over to auxiliaries $728 56. He anticipated larger re- 
sults in the way of Scripture distribution, and believed 
that there was an increasing interest in this work among 
pastors and others in the State. 

Mr. WILLIAM GuILD, of RHODE IsLAND, is labouring 
perseveringly and faithfully. He reports 471 miles tray- 
elled in September; $288 63 paid to the American Bible 
Society, and $276 63 paid to auxiliaries. 

The Rev, H. BEEBE, of CoNNECTICUT and MASsACHU- 
SETTS, reports, that on each of the five Sabbaths of Sep- 
tember he addressed three congregations. He writes: 
“The churches are in love with our good Cause; and 
however widely and largely you may plan to spread the 
word of God, I am sure they will sustain you to the 
utmost of your need.” Number of miles travelled, 910; 
donations received, $409 40. 

The Rev. M. W. Srapres, of Eastern New Yor«, 
makes special mention of the systematic labours, and 
deep interest in the Bible cause, of the Washington, 
Fulton, and Montgomery auxiliaries. The work of ean- 
vassing on this field is progressing satisfactorily. In 
Essex and Clinton Counties, greater interest is shown 
than has existed for years. 

The Rev. J. B. RicHarpson, of CENTRAL New Yorx, 
reports, that he has travelled 806 miles ; delivered twelve 
sermons and addresses ; received as donations $307 75, 
and from sales of books $374. Mr. R. has been busily 
and profitably engaged in preparing the way for a thor- 
ough exploration of Delaware County. “It was rather 
a labour of seed sowing than of harvesting; but there 
are confident expectations of good results. The synod 
of Geneva, at its recent session, gaye assurances of 
increased efforts in the Bible cause. 

The Rev. C. 8. MarTINDALE entered upon his duties 
as Agent for SOUTHEASTERN OHIO on the Ist of Sep- 
tember. His work, thus far, has been largely in the 
way of preparation and reorganization. Mr. M. has an 
intelligent view of the labours to be performed, and has 
assumed his office with the entire confidence of the 
management of this Society. We earnestly solicit for 
him a cordial reception on the part of our auxiliaries 
and friends in that region, and their prayerful Pa 
tion in his plans.

The Rey. JoHn Tuompson, of InpraNa, reports that 
he has travelled 1,076 miles, and received as donations 
$532 65. 

The Rey. Amasa Lorn, of Inurnors, states, that he 
has delivered eleven sermons and addresses; sent 1,111 
letters and circulars; travelled 1,000 miles; and for- 
warded to our treasury, from donations and sales, 
$3,197 67. The work in Illinois is marked by thorough 
system and untiring energy. During the month, twen- 
ty-three assistant agents laboured in the aggregate 540 
days—equal to eighteen agents for the entire month. 

The Rey. Samvuet REYNOLDs, of WisconsIn, reports, 
that three Conferences of the Meth. Epis. Church in that 
State have been visited, with good results. The amount 
contributed to the Bible cause within the bounds of 
these bodies shows an increase about of $1,200 over the 
previous year. 

The Rey, Lanpon Tarytor entered upon his work, as 
Agent for NortHErN Iowa, on the 1st of September. 
To no small experience he adds a thorough interest in 
the Cause; and we most heartily commend him to the 
confidence and regard of the pastors and churches 
among whom he is to labour. 

It is expected that, early in November, Dr. C. C. Hoag- 
land, recently of the Ilinois field, will assume the Agen- 
ey of Southern Iowa, succeeding our esteemed brother, 
the Rev. Darius E. Jones, who retires from the work 
after a faithful service, and with the cordial regard of 
the officers of this Institution. Mr. Jongs reports, 
that on the whole the Bible cause is steadily gaining 
ground.
